A MAD HURRICANE ! 


In Saaioan Waters Wrecks AaierU 
ean and Oemtan Vessels« and 
nanjr itlres are I<ost. 


LOHIMN, March 30.—^Dispatches just 
received here from Auckland state that a 
terrific hurricane has swept the Samoan 
islands and waters, wrecking the Amer- 
ican war ships, Yandalia, Trenton, and 
Nipsic, and the German war vessels, 
Olga, Adler and Eber. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—The follow- 
ing cable dispatch confirming the re- 
ported loss of United States and German 
war vessels in Samoan waters was re- 
ceived at the navy department this morn- 
ing: 


AucKiJkND, March 30, 1889:

Hurricane at Apia on March 15. 
Every vessel in the harbor on the shore 
except the English man-of-war. Calliope, 
which got to sea. The Trenton and 
Yandalia are total losses.

THEKE is a prevalent impression that 
tlie great c e n l ^ plains of the West are 
arid because they are without trees— 
that absence of forests is what makes 
them dry. 
But science has taken hold 
of the problem, and Major J. W. Powell, 
Director of the Geological Survey, in a 
letter to the Kansas City Time», e ^ a i n s 
that the exact contrary is true—that the 
plains are not arid because they are 
treless, but that they ai-e treeless because 
they art^ arid. 
He'says that forests do 
not probably increase the rainfall any- 
where, not even on the oft-qnoted Pyre- 
nees, but that they regulate it so tliat 
tliere are fewer storms. 
In ^ a region 
that is parched, he says, fires get head- 
way and desti'oy the trees, while humid- 
ity tends to protect fore.sts. He, lays 
down an apotlu^gm : '' The drier tlie 
climate, the smaller the forests; the 
wetter the 
eliniat(\ the greater the 
forests." Major Powell goes on to siiy 
that rain is-not prfnlnced bj- electricity, 
and "to explain atmo.spheric changes 
by attributing them to electricity is like 
explaining the origin of tire by the light 
it produces, ov the explosion of i>owder 
in a cannon by attributing it to the i-oar 
heard in the distance." Arid plains, he 
asserts, will bear fori'sts Avithout arti- 
ficial iriigation if protected from fires ; 
they can thus be protected only when 
the temtuiy is populated, and it can 
he thus jKipulated only by the iiriga- 
tiou of the meadows and valleys between 
the hills Avhere the fore.sts will grow. 
So the problem is to l>e .solved at last 
by practical in-igation, which is to re- 
deem the alkaline desert, and make it 
luxuriant, habitable, and even attrac- 
tive.

Before a clerk's desk in the office of the Ao< 
dltor Oeneml of Michigan site the man who 
commanded the bandf\il of cavalry that captur- 
ed J. Wilkes Booth, saw the assassin shot down 
in the old Virginia bam, heard the last words he 
ever uttered, and lowered the body into its 
grave.

Liansing children for years, and when he died 
recently full of years the college faculty request- 
ed permission to have the skin mounted and 
placed in the museum. 


ITie Lieutenant tells the story of Booth's cap- 
ture modestly, and as he was with the murderer 
from his death to his burial his narrative con- 
tains a great deal of valuable matter that has 
nevxr before been published. 


At the time of the assassination Lieut. Baker 
was in the employ of the War Department's 
detective bureau, at the bead of which was hia 
cousin, Geu. L. C. Baker. Ten days later, when 
word was wired from lower Maryland that the 
first definite trarie of the murderer had been 
found—a negro stating that two men answering 
the description of Booth and the man Harold 
had crossed tht Potomac the Saturday night be- 
fore—the chief detective placed under his com- 
mand a squad of cavaU->- and tersely directed 
him to run Booth to earth. 
There were twenty- 
five cavalrymen in the party, and to these, at 
the Lieutenant's n^^uest, was'added as assistant 
and counselor his fnend, Col. Conger, a brother 
of the ex-United States Senator from Michigan. 


A gunboat conveyed the party down the river 
to Bel'.e Plain that niglit, and t i e squad scoured 
the surrounding country until daybreak, Baker 
and Conger, dre8Be<l as civilians, riding* soiiio 
distance in advance and representing to a sleepy 
but sympathetic poiiulation that they had l)eeñ 
purHuetl by "Yanks" and had become separated 
from two comrtwles whom they were now trying 
to find. No clew was obtained and at daylight 
the party stinick directly across the countiy. ar- 
riving at Port Conway late in the afternoon. 
Heru the jaded men dropiKKl out of the saddle, 
but their rest was of a decidedly fleeting nature. 
The restless little I-ieutcnant soon found a fl.ih- 
erman named Kawlins who bad seen Booth and 
Harold in company with Capt. Jett antl Lieut. 
Bainbridge, two rebel officers just mustered out 
of Mosby's cavahy, cross the Rappahannock 
the night l}efore.' Did he know where they 
went? 
He imagiued they would push straight 
on to Bowling Green, twenty-two miles south- 
west. Rawlins agreed to guide the party to 
Bowling Green, but at his own suggestion was 
j)laced under arrest to convey the impression 
that his service was compulsorj'. 
As they 
crossed the river two mounted ©len watched 
tlieni interestedly from the brow of the bill 
above. The cavalrymen galloiied up the slope in 
pursuit, but the two made a dash into the pine 
woo<ls. and it was deemed ad\i sable to waste no 
time in pursuit, but to head straight for Bowl- 
infi Green. "And those two men," said Lieut. 
Baker, with a queer h'rimace at the recollection, 
"were ilnrold an<l Bainbritige, as we afterwards 
learnwl. and Booth was only half a mUe away at 
the fiamihouse of the Garrett brothers. 


Midnight aud the imrty had reached Bowling 
(rreen. The hotel to which Rawlins believed 
C'apt. Jett would take his friendH was quietly 
sun-omided, and Capt. Jett himself was roused 
from his slumlKTS to find a revolver thrust in 
his face. Ht- promised to tell all he kiiew of the 
matter if shielded from the fhar;4e of complicity, 
aud iufoniiod the Lwutt-uam that Booth had 
stoiipe<l at the (Jarrett i>lace. 
He was siiortly 
ordeml to Set out his liorsa and accompany the 
liarty. and tho men were (lirecte<l in his hearing 
to ühoot him down without halting if he at- 
tempted a dash for liberty. 
Itack toward the 
Kap}iahannock panted the tired horses, with 
tlieir riders worn out, lialf asleep, and nearly 
choked by the thick, sluggish clouds of dust 
which the intense darkness made it impossible 
to avoid. 
At 3.30 they were at the Garrett i)iace, 
Jett and Rawlins placed uiuler a guard, and the 
bouse surnmndei 
When 
old man 
Garrett 
openetl tUe door a few inches in resiwiise to a 
knock Baker t>teiJi>ed inside and demanded ; 


"Where are the men who have been staying 
with vou during the last day or two?" 


The" revolver was a handy weapon for Lieut. 
Baker that night. 
This tiine it was leveled at 
Garrett, and the old man stammered: 
"They 
have gone to the woods." 


"Don't vou tell me that. 
They are here 1" aud 
the revolver moved a few inches" closer. 


Young Garrett ai)i)eared just then and begged 
the detective not to shoot his father. He ex- 
plained 
that the men went to the woixls after 
the (javalry went by, but soou came back. 
The 
suspicions of the iamily, however, had b^xm 
aroused by their actions, aud they refuse»! to 
nave them in tho house again, but "tinally gave 
them iK^rmiasion to remain over night "in the 
old tobacco warehouse, used as a barn. 
They 
had been l<x;ked in to prevent their stealing any- 
thing, young Garrett expiaine<l, and his brother 
was Rta\ing in the corn-house to watch them. 


Tho command was iwstcd silently about the 
old bam. 
There was no drowsiness now, no 
weariness. 
Tbe air was strangely still for even 
a Kouthem night. The candle" which Lieut. 
Baker carrie<i in his hand as ho walked toward 
the bam did not flicker in the least. To young 
(iarrett, who was by his side, he said: 


"We find these fnen in your custody. 
You 
nmst go into the bam and induce them to give 
themselves up. We don't wish to shoot if it can 
be avoided, but we want them, dead or alive, and 
must have them." 


Garrett 
demurred, but 
the revolver again 
•proved a potent argument. 
The officer unlocked 
the door, and the young man stepped inside. 
Baker heard a rustling among the corn-leaves 
and a moment's low conversation. 
Then the 
voice of Booth rose sharply : 


"D 
n \'ou, sir. you have betrayed me'. Get 


out of here "or 1 will shoot you'." 


"We have sent in this young man in whose 
custodv we find you," said Baker through the 
door, his words sounding with startling distinct- 
ness in the ears of tho watching cavalrymen. 
"tíivfí him your amis and surrender, or we" shall 
bunf the barn, have a bonflro. and a shooting 
match." 


The command was useless, and a moment 
later a badly 
frightened 
young 
man 
was 
pounding on the door and begging to be let 
out. 
Lieutenant Baker was siill holding the 
candle in 
his hand 
when Garrett, 
with 
a 
face pale with terror, steppo<i outside. 
-Put 
that out," he said, hurriedly, "or he will shoot 
you by the sight of it." 


The'olHcer set down his caudle a trifle back, 
but HO that its flame still cast a fantastic light 
on the bam fro^t, and again called uiion the 
fugitives to surrender. 


"There is one man here," Booth repliwl clearly, 
"who wishes much to surrender." 
.\nd Baker 
heard the assassin say to Harold: "I<eave me, 
will you V (io! I don't wish >ou to stay." 


Harold rapi>ed on the door as soon as this per- 
mission was given, and said: "Let me out; I 
know nothing of this man in here." 


"Bring out your anus and you can come," re- 
plied Baker. 


"I have no arms." 
"You have," insisted the oflicer. "You brought 
a carbine and a pistol across the river. 
Bring 
them out." 


"Captain," interrupted 
Booth, cahnly, "tho 
arms are mine and I shall keep theui." 


Harold *vas a coward at heart, and he fairly 
prayed to be let out. When the door was opened 
he put out bis hands at command, was pulled 
out by Lient. Baker, and turned over to a guard. 
Then "the oflicer turne<l his attention to Booth 
again. "You, too, had bettor come out and sur- 
render," he said, 


A gleam of hojio came to the murderer. 
"Tell 
me who yon are and what you want of me," he 
calletl eagerly. "It may l)e I am being taken by 
my friends." 


"It makes no difference who we are. We have 
fifty well-armed men around this bam and you 
cannot escape." 


There was a momentary i>ause, and then 
Booth said despondently. 
"Captain, this a hard 
case, I swear! l a m í a m e . 
Give me a chance. 
Draw up your men twenty yards from the door 
and I will come out and tight your whole com- 
mand." 


"We are not here to fight," replied Baker, "but 
to take you. You are now free to surrender." 


'Give me a little time to consider," urged 
Booth. 


"Very well; yon can have two minutes." 
Bootn was quiet until the time bad nearly 
elapsed. Then he said entreatingly: "Captain, 
I believe you to be a brave andi^ionorable man. 
I have had half a dozen chancrd to shoot you, 
«nd I have • bead drawn on yon now, but I do 
not wish toldo it. ¡Withdraw your men from the 
door and I will come out. Give m e this chance 
for my 
life. Captain, for I will not be taken 
alive." 


"Your timéis up," wa« the grim reply. 
"We 
ahall wait no longer. We shall fire the bam." 


Tbe theatrical instinct was still strong in the 
murderer. 
In a sta^y tone he exclaimed: "Well, 
my brare boys, w u can prepare a stretcher for 
me, then." And u t e r a slight pause the listening 
ofBcer heard him matter: 'One more stain on 
the glorious old banner." 


Col. Conger ignited a m i ^ h on his side of the 
bam and lighted the com-leavea that protruded 
through a craok. As they flamed op Lieut. 
Baker swung open a door and looked in. 
Booth 
seemed to be leaning against the mow, bat was 
crouehed aa tboosh in the act of springing for- 
ward. His omtcnes were under his anns and 
his carUne In his hands. His appearance indi- 
oated tbat he f&tonded to jomp toward tbe fire 
apd shoot the man who had ligfated It.

and flattering heart and lungs wereabvady dead. 
The assassin was carried from the bam and laid 
tmder an Mple tree out of reach of the flamea. 
PresenUvhe opened his eyes and appeared to 
realize bis condition. 
In a painful whisper be 
said: 


"Tell mother. 
Tell mother." 


Then he became unconscious again. 
Tbe beat 
of the homing bam grew intolerable under tbe 
tree, and he was remo%-ed to the piazza. A cloth 
wet with brandy and water waa placed between 
his lips, and at length he revived again. 
His 
eyes looked with dumb appeal into the faces of 
tnose about me, 
"O, kill me; kill me qoick," he 
whispered bitterlv. 


Another lapse into onconsciooBness, and it 
seemed impossible tbat he could revive again, 
but just before sunrise there was a last bright- 
ening of the stunned brain. As he revived, he put 
out his tongue, and Lieut. Baker, thinking he 
wanted to know if there was blood in his mouth, 
told him there was none. 


"Tell mother I die for mv countrv," Booth 
gasped to the officer. "I did "what I thought was 
best." 


Baker lifted one of the nerveless hands. 
It 
fell back by his side again. 
"Useless, useless," 
murmured Booth. 


These were the last words. 
Col. Conger ha<l Ijeen sent on to Washington 
twenty minutes before the death of 
Booth, 
and, 
after 
a 
hurried 
breakfast, 
Lieut. 
Baker starte<l after him with the body. 
It 
was wrapped in a blanket tbat had been used as 
a saddle cloth, and after the blanket bad been 
firmly sewed together was placed in a rickety 
market wagon. An old negro, supposed to be 
thoroughly familiar with the «ounti-v, acted as 
driver. Baker directetl the cavalrymen to follow 
him as soon as they ha<l breakfasted, an<l with a 
single corjwral l)y his side departe<l for Belle 
Plain Landing, thirtv miles away. 


The story of that «lay 's ride has never ai>i>eared 
in print. 
Mile after mile was passeil over, but 
the cavalry did not rejoin them, although the 
negro driver assured hiui that they were on the 
shortest road to tho luiiding. The "oflicer tinally 
became alanne<l for the safetv of his command 
and sent tho corporal back "with orders to the 
squad to push forward with the utmost haste. 
The corporal did not return, nor diil the cavalry- 
men apx>ear. One oflicer was alou>4 with the 
negro in a hostile couiitrv and with the body of 
the murderer of the hated Lincoln in his posses- 
sion. 


The 
road 
grew 
forbidding. The day be- 
came hot and sultrv. Baker l>egan to meet 
straggling groups of Confederate soldiers, who 
glanced carelessly at the burden in the rickety 
wagon aud said; 
"What hev you there—dead 
Y'auk'.'" 


There has been no other day in Lieut. Baker's 
life that proved so heavy a dmiii upon bis physi- 
cal and mental sti-eiigtli. 
E.xhausted Ijy thirty- 
six hours of hard riding in the saddle, he was 
require<l to be constantly on the alert in antici- 
pation of an attack froiii every ravine. 
Hungry 
aud thirsty, he dared m>t stop for food or drink. 
Now the kingliolt broke aud the front end of the 
Wagon-box dropiwd down. Tho corpse slipped 
forward and bloo<l from tho wound trickled 
down ui>on the axle aud reach and smeared the 
hands of the t)ld negro as he bent under the 
wagon to repair the damage. 
The old man cried 
out in terror. 


"Stop your noise." steruly commandetl the of- 
ficer; "it will v.ash off." 


"It will nebber, uebher wash off," wailed the 
negro, in horror. "It is the blood of a mur- 
derer. " 


Up hills almost without end, threading num- 
berless raviues. the two ploddetl along, finally 
reaching the I'otoiuac in the evening, only to 
fliid themselves three-fourths of a mile above 
the lauding. 
Tlie iie^'ro had taken tbe old road, 
while Lieut. Biiker s couiiuand bad returned on 
the newer and ix-ttiT road constructed by the 
Government tluiiii;,' the war. When the cor- 
I>oral reachetl liis coiuiiaiiy the officer in com- 
mand. jealous that a more detective had been 
£ 
liiced in authoritv al>ovL» him, refuseii to follow 


aker. and said, shortly : 
"If he wauts to 
olT on the wrong road he 
must take the consequences." 


Baker and the negro made the best of the 
situation by 
carrying Booth's 
body to 
the 
liver and hiding it uu<kr a clump of willows, 
after which the former rode two miles around a 
blutf aud found his touiiiiand and gunboat at 
the Government 
iaudiiig. 
Ho 
pulled 
back 
with two men to the old landing, s^-cured the 
body, aud when it wus swung on board the gun- 
boat he dropi)ed exhausted on the deck and lay 
there until the boat had steamed half way to 
Washington. 


The next 
dav 
he gave the 
Secretary of 
War a detailetl 
account 
of 
the 
tragedy. 
Htanton 
had Booth's carbine, and it 
was 
found that the cartridge was out of jKJSition and 
could not be exploded. 
Its appearance showed 
tbat a number of efforts hatl been made to dis- 
charge the weapon, and it is probable that Btx>th 
snapped it i-oi)eatv<lly at iiaker as the latter 
stood before the old baru with the candle in his 
hand. 


The administration v.as in a quan<lary regard- 
ing the disposal of the assassin's bo<l}-, which 
was still on board the gunboat. 
The second day 
after Lieut. Baker's return Gon. Baker came to 
him. and said • "Stanton wants me to dispose 
of Booth's body. Ho doesn't care where it is 
put, only so it "will not be found until Gabriel 
blows his trmnpet. 
1 want you to go with me." 


The two started for the navy yard, stopping on 
the way for a uioiiient's conversation with the 
oflicer m charge of the old i>enit€ntiary, then 
used as an arsenal. 
.\t the navy yard the two 
cousins (hopped into a rowboat, "the body was 
taken on board, aud a heavy ball and chain was 
conspicuously plact.'d in the boat. 
It was then 
late in the afternoon. Crowds of people lined the 
river and followed the rowboat as far down the 
stream as the marshes would permit. 


The story sprang from lip to lip that the body 
Vas to be" weighted down with ball aud chain 
and sunk in midstream. 
For several days there- 
after searching parties draped the stream, and 
the next issue of Frank Lesne's newspajwr con- 
tained a singularly accurate full-page i>icture, 
showing the Bakers in the act of shoving the 
body into the river. 


Two miles below the city the boat halted in a 
little cove near the grounds where condemned 
war-horses were slaughtered, and remained until 
darkness had settle«! down. Then it was pulled 
slowly back to the old penitentiary. 
A door at 
the water's edge was opened and the corpse car- 
ried to a criminal cell where the stone slab that 
covered the floor ha<l been removed and a grave 
dug in the earth l^eueath. 
Into that black hole, 
with only the United States blanket as a wind- 
ing-sheet, was lowered the body of J. Wilkes 
Booth, and the stone slab replaced above it. 


Col. Conger afterwaid insisted that the com- 
iiiand of the capturing party was turue<l over to 
him in Vii-giiiia. and claimed the lion's share of 
the reward. 
.\U the fouudatiou there was for 
this claim was that Conner infonued Baker 
during the search that he knew the lav of tho 
land well, and the latter replied; "Well, if you 
are familiar with the country, go aliead," How- 
ever. Conger induced a coiiwral of the guard to 
testify that Baker had rtally turned over the 
comuiand. and bv shrewd engi'ncering eventually 
secured .-rlO.OOd a's the comtuttiider of the party, 
Lieut. Baker receiving only 
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G A S - H V S r ^ S HriiXKD. 


Several Men Badly .Singred in a i Accfllent 
nt an In«llaua Wfll. 


The Lafayette Xattiral Gas Company 
has struck another pusher at Kempton, 
Tipton Cotinty, Ind. The drill had i>enA- 
trated Trenton rock twelve feet, when the 
pressure became very great, and the drill 
was withdrawn. When it cnme near the 
top in some manner the gas was ignited, 
and instantly a Hame of lire leaped forth. 
In the little room around the derrick were 
fourteen persons, and every one was more 
or less burned, four of them badly. The 
most seriously injured are: George Steven- 
son, F. M. Price, John Sellers, Bobert 
Sellers, James Merritt, John Fry, David 
Booher, Mack Gamett, William Conner, 
Arthur Goadnight, and J. M. Evoy. 


SUED F0^s500,000. 


An Attempt to Recorer a Half IffUlioB 
from Directors of a Defunct Baak. 
The representatives of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Indiiinapolis, Ind., have 
brought suit against A. D. Linch, John G. 
McCutcheon and others of its old direc- 
tors to recover $500,000. It is charged 
that the defendants were negligent in 
their duties in allowing Linch and Mc- 
Cutcheon to lend to individuals more than 
$40,000. It is enumerated in the com- 
plaint that they let L. C. Hopkins have

Mineral Wool. 


"What ismimral wool?" 
Tluit question was interestingly an- 
swered at the Kimball last night by Mr. 
A. H. Ma.'^sey, of Cleveland Oliio. 


"Mineral wool," .'¿aid he,"is a vitreous 
substance converted to a iibrous condi- 
tion. 
It is niade by mixing scoria or 
slag v.ith <{uartz, and melting them by a 
steam prmess, tlius converting them to 
a Iibrous state. The resemblance of these 
interlaced fibres to wool, gave rise to the 
name mineral wool. The principal color 
is white, but often yellow or grey and 
sometimes dark. 
It partakt»s of the na- 
ture of glass, without its brittleiiess, the 
tiljei-s being soft, pliant and elastic." 


"What are some of its properties T' 
"It is the greatest known uou-con- 
ductor of heat, wliich can be used in the 
arts—which is due to the facts that it 
holds in confinement a greater projHjr- 
tion of air than any other material. 
It 
is non-combustible, aud pra<'ticably in- 
destructible by heat. 
It is also a non- 
conductor of sound. 
A clost> analysis 
shows it to be a silicate of magnesia, 
lime, alumina, potash and stnia. 
Tliere 
is nothing organic in the material, to 
decay or l)econie musty, or furnish food 
to insects or vermin, and the tilîei-s of 
glass are irritating to anything that at- 
tempts to bun-ow in them. 
It is there- 
fore a protection against rats, mice, in- 
sects and diseuse germs." 


"Now, as to some of its uses 
"Well, the non-contlucti\ity of lu at, 
non-combustibility, 
non-decaying and 
vermin-reiH>lling »pialities make it of 
value for lining cold storage warehouses, 
refrigeratoi-s and c(X)Iers of all kinds. 
Its non-conductivity of sound is bring- 
ing it more andmoi-e into usi> asa"dc»id- 
ener, " or "deafener, " of the iioora :ind 
walls of 
buildings. 
It has lK>en suc- 
ceK.sful in protecting water pij)es from 
freezing •where all other means have 
failed, and as a protection against fire, 
properly used, it is of inestimable value. 
It is used in hospititls aud asylums be- 
caust* of its non-decaying properties; in 
school houses and music halls as a sound 
deadener, 
and in theatres for 
fire- 
proofing, :is it will retard a tire so as to 
afford time for the escape of an auiiienoe. 
It i-endera a carcompamtively fire-proof; 
its use will cause it to bum so slowly 
that no lives would be lost by reason of 
fire in cases of accident and collision. 
It has also been used with success ia 
covering steam pipes, jacketing locomo- 
tive boilers, covering water tanks to 
keep them Irom freezing, and for other 
purposes. "—Atlanta Comtitution,

States Falling to Pieces. 


A gi-eat native empire in .Africa has 
been going to pieces within the past two 
years and is now the prey of all its ene- 
mies, 
It is the empire of the Muata 
Yamvo, whose dominions have embraced 
a territory as large as Germany, and who 
WAS heard of scores of years before any 
white man -visited Lunda, whose rulers 
bear the title of Muata Yamvo. 


Wlien the Congo Independent State 
was formed it was at first intended to 
embrace in it the entire Congo basin, 
except those small parts of it which had 
been appropriated by the French and 
Poriugese. It was thought, however, that 
the Muata Yamvo AA as too powerful a per- 
son to meddle with, and it was finally de- 
cided to let him alone. This is the reason 
that the Congo State has such a pecu- 
liarly shajied southern frontier. 
On the 
maj) it bears some resemblance to a slice 
of bread out of Avhich an m-chin has bit- 
ten a large mouthful. 
The mis.sing 
chunk is the Muata Y'amvo's empire. 


It was the pleasant custom of tliis 
niler not long ago to dispatch messen- 
gers, sometimes himdreds of miles, to 
chiefs Avno had ineun-ed his ill Avill. The 
messenger Avould hand a knife to the 
objecit of the Emperor's wrath and in- 
timate that it Avas the royal Avill that he 
kill himself.

Her people worshipped the living 
God and through trials, tribulations, 
promises and blessings had held fast to 
the religion proclaimed by Abraham, 
Moses and the prophets. 
He pleaded 
for unity of action among her people 
and urged devotion to the God of their 
fathers, closing with an eloquent plea 
for his religion that sent his words and 
thoughts home to the hearts of his hear- 
ers with telling force.

"It was like a breath of air from one's 
native place," said Mr. Cranston, "to see 
the good old game played in Auckland. Yet 
I could not witness the scene without sad- 
.ness; for somehow, in the nearly twenty 
years sin.^e I used to play it in this coun- 
try, the gan^has undergone several strange 
changes, ify memory was first offended by 
the bird-cage arrangement that I saw lying 
on the grass near the catcher. 
I had no 
notion of what its use could bo until the 
catcher put it on. and what was my surprise 
to see the umpire put one on also. 
Before 
that point was reached, however, I was 
startled by another circumstance that, if I 
had been quick enough, might have ex- 
plained the bird-cage; that was the extra- 
ordinary style of delivering the ball, and 
the tremendous speed it attained.

- No sensible snrgeon will attempt tho per* 
formance of an operation involving human 
life in a room secluded from the proper 
amount of light. A practitioner will not at- 
tempt the diagnosis of a complicated dis- 
ease unless he can sea the sufferer and 
make an examination upon which to base 
his opinion relative to the course of treat- 
ment necessary to bring about a complete 
restoration of health. 


Notwithstanding the impropriety of such 
action there seems to bo a great deal of 
doctoring done in the dark. 


By this it is not intended that a literal 
meaning be inferred, but that a great many 
mistakes are committed because of the 
darkness which Is the result of igaornnce.

DB. TAI.MAOC MAKES A N IKGEMIOUS 


mSS£CTIOM Of THKM. 


It Is Not N«c«!isary to Bmlieve Tluit the 
IVorld Is Only O.OOO Yeiirii Old—Joshua's 
Commund to tlie SUM and Moou—Tho 
Whaie Swallowinsr Jwnah. 


At the Brooklyn Tabernacle Sunday 
nrorniog, after expounding some pas- 
sages of Scripture in regard to the myB- 
teries, the Bev. T. De Witt Talmage, D. 
D., gave oat the hymn beginning: 
How flrm a foandation, ye saints of the Loid, 
Is laid for yoar faith in his exceUent Word. 


The subject of his sermon was, "Tough 
Things in the Bible," and his text, 11 
Peter iii, 16: "In which are some things 
hard to be understood." Dr. Talmage 
said: 


The Bible is the most common sense 
book in all the world. But there are 
many things in it which require ex- 
planation. It all depends on the mood 
in which you come to this grand old 
book. You may take hold of the handle 
of the sword or its sharp edge. You may 
employ on its mysteries the rule of mul- 
tiplication or subtraction. 
There are 
things, as my text suggests, hard to un- 
derstand, but I shall solve some of them, 
hoping to leave upon all honest minded 
people the impression that if four or 
five of them can be explained, perhaps 
they may all be explained. 


Hard thing the first: The Bible says 
the world was created in six days, while 
geology says it was hundreds of thou- 
sands of years iu process of building. 
"In the beginning, 
God created the 
Heaven and the earth." "In the begin- 
ning." Theje you can roll in ten mill- 
ion years if you want to. There is no 
partieular date given—no contest be- 
tween science and revelation. 
Though 
the world may have been in process of 
creation for millions of years, suddenly 
and qiiickly, and in one week, it may 
have been fitted up for man's residence. 
Just as a great mansion may have been 
many years in building, and yet in one 
week it may be curtained and chande- 
liered and cushioned and upholstered 
for a bride and groom. 


You are not compelled to believe that 
the world was made in our six days. 
It 
may not have been a day of twenty-four 
hours, the day spoken of in the first 
chapter; it may have been God s day, 
and a thousand years with him are as 
one day. "And the evening and the 
morning were the first day"—God's day. 
."And the evening and the morning were 
the second day"—God's day. "And the 
evening and the morning were the sixth 
day"—God's day. You and I living in 
the seventh :lay, the S.abbath of the 
world, the day of Gospel redemption, 
the grandest day of a' 11 the week, iu 
which each day may have been made up 
of thousands of years. Can you tell me 
how a man can get his mine and soul 
into such a blaphemous twist as to scoff 
at that first chapter of Genesis, its 
verses billows of light surging up from 
sapphire seas of glory? 


The Bible represents that light was 
created on Monday, and the sun was not 
created until Thursday. Just think of 
it! a book declaring that light was 
created three days before the sun shone! 
Why don't you know that heat and elec- 
tricity emit light independent of the 
sun? Besides that, when the earth was 
in process of condensation, it was sur- 
rounded by thick vapors and the dis- 
charge of many volcanoes in the pri- 
mary period, and all this obscuration 
may have hindered the light of the sun 
from falling on the earth until that 
Thursday morning. Besides that, David 
Brewster and Herschel, the astronomer, 
and all the modern men of their class, 
agree in the fact that the sun is not 
light, that it is an opaque mass, that it 
is only the candlestick that holds the 
light, 
a phosphorescent 
atmosphere 
floating round it, changing and chang- 
ing, so it is not to be at all wondered at 
that not until that Thursday morning its 
light fell on the eai-th. Besides that, 
the rocks in crystallization emit light. 
There is light from a thousand surfaces, 
the alkalies, for instance. The metallic 
bases emit light. There was a time in 
the history of the world when there 
were thousands of miles of liquid gran- 
ite flaming with light. Besides that, it 
has been found that there are burned 
out volcanoes in other worlds which, 
when they were in explosion and activ- 
ity, must have cast forth an insufferable 
light, throwing a glare all over our 
earth. Besides that, there are the Au- 
rora Borealis and the Aurora Anchalis. 
A book on physical science says: 


"Capt. Bonnycastle, coming up the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence on the 17th of 
September, 1826, was aroused by the 
mate of the vessel in great alarm from 
an unusual appearance. It was a star- 
light night when suddenly the sky be- 
came overcast. In the direction of the 
high land of Cornwallis County an in- 
stantaneons and intensely vivid light, 
resembling the aurora, shot out on the 
hitherto gloomy and dark sea on the 
lee bow that was so brilliant it lighted 
everything distinctly, even to the mast- 
head. The light spread over the whole 
sea between the two shores, and the 
waves, which befoi-e had been tranquil, 
became 
agitated. 
Capt. 
Bonnycastle 
describee the scene as that of a blazing 
sheet of awful and most brilliant light 
—a long and vivid line of light tnat 
showed the face of the high frowning 
land abreast. The sky became lowering 
and intensely obscure. Long, tortuous 
lines of light showed immense numbers 
of large fish darting about as if in con- 
sternation. The top-sail, 
yard, 
and 
mizzen boom were lighted by the glare 
as if gaslights had been burned directly 
below them, and until just before day- 
break, at 4 o'clock, the most minute ob- 
jects were distinctly visible." My hear- 
ers, there are ten thousand sources of 
light besides the light of the sun. 


Another hard thing: The story of the 
deluge and Noah's ark. 
They say that 
from the account there it must have 
rained 800 feet of water each day in or- 
der that it might be fifteen cubits above 
the hills. They say that the ark could 
not have been large enough to contain 
"two of every sort," for there would have 
been hundreds of thousands of creatures. 
They say that these creatures would 
have come from all lands and all zones. 
They say there was only one small win- 
dow in the ark, and that would not have 
given fresh air to keep the animals in- 
side the ark from suffocation. They say 
that the ark finally landed on a moun- 
tain 17,000 feet high. They say they do 
not believe the story. Neither do I. 
There is no such story in the Bible. 
I 
will tell yon what the Bible story is. I 
must say that I have changed mv mind 
in regard to some matters which once 
were to me very m^terions. This is the 
key to the facts. This is the story of an 
eye witness, Noah, hii story inoorpo* 
rated afterward by.Moias in the aooount. 
Noah described the sosne just as it ap- 
peared to him. He saw the flood and he 
fathomed its depth. As far as eye could 
reach everything was covered up, from 
horizon to horison, or, as it says, "under 
the whole heaven. 
He did not refer 
to the Sierra Neradss, or to Mount 
Washington, for America had not been 
diseorered, or, if it had been diseoT^d, 
he eould not have 
en io far off. Ifte is 
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the Use of submerging North and BOUHI 
America, or Europe, or Afrioa, when 
they were not inhabited? And as to the 
skeptical suggestion that in order to 
have the water as deep as the Bible 
states, it must have rained 800 feet a day, 
I reply, the Bible distinctly declares 
that the most of the flood rose instead 
of falling. Before the account where it 
says "the windows of heaven 
were 
opened," it says, "all the fountains of 
the great deep were broken up." 
All 
geologists agree iu saying that there are 
caverns in the earth filled with '^ater, 
and they rushed forth, and all the lakes 
and rivers torsook their bed. 
The 
fountains of the great deep were broken 
up, and then the windows of heaven 
were opened. 
Is it a strange thing that 
we should be asked to believe in this 
flood of the Bible, when geologists tell 
us again and again and again the dry 
earth has been drowned out? Just open 
your geology and you will read of 
twenty floods. Is it not strange that in- 
fidel scientists wanting us to believe in 
the twenty floods of geological discov- 
ery, should, as soon as we believe in the 
flood of the Bible, pronounce us nan 
compos mentis? 


Well, then, another thing, in regard 
to the size of the ark. Instead of being 
a mud scow, as some of these skeptics 
would have us understand, it was a mag- 
nificent ship, nearly as large as the 
Great Eastern, three times the size of an 
ordinary man-of-war. At the time in 
the world when ship building was un- 
known, God had this vessel constructed, 
which turned out to be almost in the 
same proportions as our stanchest mod- 
ern vessels. After thousands of years of 
experimenting in naval architecture and 
in ship carpentery, we have at last got 
up to Noah's ark, that ship leading all 
the fleets of the world on all the oceans. 
Well, Noah saw the animal creation 
going into this ark. He gave the account 
of an eye witness. They were the ani- 
mals from the region where he lived; 
for the most part they were animals use- 
ful to man, and if noxious inpects or 
poisonous reptiles went in, it was only 
to diciplino the patience and to keep 
alert the generations after the flood. 
He saw them going in. There were a 
great number of them, and he gives the 
account of an eye witness. They went 
in two and two of all flesh. 


Years ago I was on a steamer on the 
river Tay, and I came to 7erth, Scot- 
land. I got off, and I saw the most 
wonderful agricultural show that I had 
ever witnessed. 
There were horses and 
cattle such as Eosa 
Bonheur never 
sketched, and there were dogs such as 
the loving pencil of Edwin Landseer 
never portrayed, and there were sheep 
and fowl and creatures of all sorts. Sup- 
\ pose that "two and two" of all the crea- 
i tures of that agricultural show were put 
I upon the Tay steamer to be transported 
to Dundee, and the next day I should be 
writing home to America and giving an 
account of the occurrauce, I would have 
used the same general phraseology that 
Noah used in regard to the embarkation 
of the brute creation in the ark—I would 
have said that they went in two and two 
of every sort. I would not have meant 
six hundred thousand. A common sense 
man myself, I would suppose that the 
people who read the letter were com- 
mon sense people. 


"But how could you get them into the 
ark?" ask infidel scientists. "How could 
thej- be induced to go into the ark. He 
would have to pick them out and drive 
them in, and coax them in." Could not 
the same God who gave instinct to the 
animal inspire that instinct to seek for 
shelter from the storm? However, noth- 
ing more than ordinary animal instinct 
was necessary. Have yon ever been in 
1 the country when an August thunder 
I storm was coming up and heard the cat- 
tle moan at the bars to get in? and see 
the affrighted fowl go upon the perch at 
noonda}-, and heard the affrighted dog 
and cat calling at the door, supplicating 
entrance? And are you surprised that 
in that age of the world, when there 
were fewer places of shelter for dumb 
beasts, at the muttering and rumbling 
and flashing and quaking and darkening 
of an approaching deluge, the animal 
creation came moaning and bleating to 
the sloping embankment reaching up to 
the ancient Great Eastern and passed in? 
I have owned horses and cattle and 
sheep and dogs, but I never had a horse 
or a cow or a sheep or a dog that was so 
stupid it did not know enough to come 
in when it rained. And then, that one 
window in the ark which afforded such 
poor ventilation to the creatures there 
assembled—that small window in the 
ark which excites so much mirthfulness 
on the part of infidels. If they knew as 
much Hebrew as you could put on your 
little finger nail they would have known 
that that word translated window there 
means window course, a whole range of 
lights. Those ignorant infidels do not 
know a window pane from twenty win- 
dows. So if there is any criticism of 
the ark, there seems to be too much 
window for such a long storm. And as 
to the other charge that the windows of 
the ark must have been kept shut and 
consequently all inside would have per- 
ished from suffocation, I have to say 
that there are people iu this house to- 
day who, all the way from Liverpool to 
Burnegat lighthouse, and for two weeks 
were kept under deck, the hatches bat- 
tened down because of the storm. Some 
of you, in the old time sailing vessels, 
were kept nearly a month with the 
hatches down because of some long 
storm. 


Then infidels say that the ark landed 
on a mountain seventeen thousand feet 
high, and that, of course, as soon as the 
animals came forth they would all be 
frozen in the ice. That is geographical 
ignorance! Ararat is not merely the 
name for a mountain, but for a hill}' 
district, and it may have been a hill one 
hundred feet high, or five hundred, or a 
thousand feet high on which the ark 
alighted. Noah measured the depth of 
the water above the hill, and it is fifteen 
cubits, or twenty-seven feet. 


Ah! my friends, this story of the ark 
is no more incredible than if>yon should 
Bay to me: "Last summer I was among 
the hills of New England, and there 
came on the most terrific storm I ever 
saw, and the whole country was flooded. 
The waters came up over the hills, and 
to save our lives we got in a boat on the 
river, and even the dumb creatures were 
so affrighted they came moaning and 
bleating until we let them in the same 
boat." 


We are not dependent upon the Bible 
for the story of the flood, entirely. ^ All 
ages and all literatures have traditions, 
broken traditions, indistinct traditions, 
but still traditions. 
The old books of 
the Persians tell about the flood at the 
time of Ahriman, who so polluted the 
earth that it had to be washed by a great 
storm. The traditions of the Chaldeans 
say that in the time when Xisuthms was 


ing rose in music from the throne, say« 
ing: "Come thou and all thy house into 
thestk." 


Another hard thing to be understood: 
The story that the suii and moon stood 
still to allow Joshaa to complete his 
victory. Infidel scientists delare that 
an impossibility.. But if a man have 
brain and strength enough to make a 
clock; can he not start and stop it, and 
start it again and stop it again? If a 
machinist 
have 
strength and brain 
enough to'make a corn-thresher, can he 
not start it and stop it, and start it again 
and stop it again^ If God have strength 
and wisdom to make the clock of the 
universe, the great machinery of the 
worlds, has he not strength enough and 
wisdom enough to start it and stop it, 
and start it again and stop it again? Or 
stop one wheel, or stop twenty wheels, 
or stop all, the wheels? Is the clock 
stronger than the clock-maker? Does 
the corn-thresher know more than the 
machinist? 
Is the universe mightier 
than its God? But people ask how could 
the moon have been seen to stop in the 
daytime? Well, if you have never seen 
the moon in the daytime, it is because 
you have not been a very diligent ob- 
server of the HeavenSi Beside that, it 
was not necessary for the world literally 
to stop. By unusual refraction of the 
sun's rays the day might have been pro- 
longed. So that, while the earth con^ 
tinned on its path in the Heavens, it 
figuratively stop^d. 
ber that these Bible authors used the 
vernacular of their own day, just as you 
and I say the sun went down. The sun 
never goes down. We simply describe 
what appears to the human eye. Be- 
sides that, the world, oar world, could 
have litterall}- stopped without throwing 
the universe out of balance. Our world 
has two motions—the one around the 
sun and the other on its own axis. 
It 
might have stopped on its own axis, 
while at the same time it kept on its 
path through the Heavens. So there 
was no need of stellar confusion be- 
cause our world slackened its speed 
or entirely stopped 
in its revolu- 
tion on its own axis. That is none of 
the business of Jupiter, or Mars, or Mer- 
cury, or Saturn, or the Dipper. 
Besides 
that, within the memory of man there 
have been worlds that were born and 
that died. 
A few years ago astrono- 
mers telegraphed, through the Associ- 
ated Press, to all the world—the astron- 
omers from the city of Washington— 
that another world had been discovered. 
Within a comparatively short space of 
time, 
astronomers 
tell us, thirteen 
worlds have burned down. From their 
observatory they notice first that the 
worlds look like other worlds, then they 
became a deep red, showing they were 
on tire; then they became ashen, show- 
ing they were burned down; then they 
entirely disappeared, showing that even 
the ashes were scattered. 
Now, I say, 
if God can start a world, and swing a 
world, and destroy a world. He could 
stop one or two of them without a great 
deal of exertion, or He could by unusual 
refraction of the sun's rays continue the 
illumination. But infidel scientists say 
it would have been belittling for other 
worlds to stop on account of such a bat- 
tle. Why, sirs, what Yorktown was for 
revolutionary times, and what Gettys- 
burg was in our civil contest, and what 
Sedan was in the Franco-German war, 
and what Waterloo was in the Napoleonic 
destiny—that was this battle of Joshua 
against the five allied armies of Gibeon. 
It was that battle that changed tho en- 
tire course of history. It was a battle to 
Joshua as important as though a battle 
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vessel and all outside of them were de- 
stroved, and after a while the birds went 
forth and they came back and their claws 
were tinged with mud. Lnoian and 
Ovid, celebrated writers, who had never 
seen the Bible, described a flood in the 
time of Deucalion. He took his friends 
into a boat, and the animals came run- 
ning to him in pairs^ So all lands, and 
all ages, and all literatures, seem to 
have a broken and indistinct tradition 
Moses, here in- 
so gsandW, 
so solemnly 
records. 
. 
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now should occur inwMch England and 
the United States andlFrance and Ger- 
many and Italy and Turkey and Bnssia 
should fight for victory or annihilation. 
However much any other world, solar, 
lunar, or stellar, might belhastened iuiits 
errand of light, it would be excusable if 
it lingered in the heavens for a little 
while and put down its sheaf of beams 
I and gazed oc such an Armageddon. 
\ 
In the early part of this century there 
was what was called the Dark Day. 
Some of these aged men perhaps may 
remember it. It is known in history as 
the "Dark Day." Workmen at noon went 
to their homes, and courts and legisla- 
tures adjourned. No astronomers have 
ever been able to explain that dark day. 
Now, if God can advance the night ear- 
lier than its time, can he not adjourn 
the night until after its time? I often 
used to hear my father describe a night 
—I think he said it was in 1833—when 
his neighbors aroused him in great 
alarm. All tke Heavenly bodies seemed 
to be in motion. People thought our 
earth was coming to its destruction. 
Tens of thousands of stars shooting. 
No astronomers have ever been able to 
explain that star shooting. Now, does 
not your common sense teach yon that if 
God could start and stop tens of thou- 
sands of worlds or msteors, he could 
start and stop two worlds? If God can 
engineer a train of ten thousand worlds 
or meteors, and stop them without ac- 
cident or collision, cannot he control 
two carriages of light, and by putting 
down a golden brake stop the sun, and 
by putting down a silver brake stop the 
moon? Under this explanation, instead 
of being skeptical about this sublime 
passage of the Bibl», you will, when 
you read it, feel more like going down 
on your knees before God as you read: 
"Sun, stand thou still above Gideon, 
and 
thou moon 
in 
the valley of 
Ajalon." 


Then there is the Bible statement that 
a whale swallowed Jonah and ejected 
him upon the dry ground in three days. 
If you will go to the museum at Nan- 
tucket, Mass., you will find the skeleton 
of a whale large enough to swallow a 
man. I said to the janitor while I was 
standing in the museum, "Why, it does 
not seem from the looks of this skeleton 
that the story in the Book of Jonah is 
so very improbable, does it?" "Oh, no," 
he replied, "it does not." There is a 
cavity in the mouth of the common 
whale large enough for a man to live 
in.

had for fifty years destroyed 
ships. 
I suppose this sea monster that took 
care of Jonah may have been 
one 
of the great sea monsters that could 
have easily taken down a prophet, and 
he could have lived there three days if 
he had kept iu motion so as to keep the 
gastric juices from taking hold of him 
and destroying him, and at the end of 
three days the monster would naturally 
be sick enough to regurgitate Jonah. 
Besid^ that, my friends, there is one 
word which explains the whole thing. 
It says, "The liord prepared a great 
fish. 
If a sh^ carpenter prepare a 
vessel to carry Texan beeves to Glasgow, 
I suppose it can carry Texan beeves; if

Brush all over 
with sweetened water, and sprinkle 
with bread crumbs browned in hot but- 
ter.

Jelly Cake—One cup of butter, two 
cups of sugar, one cup of sweet milk, 
three eggs, four cups of sifted flour 
and two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der. 
Bake in layers, put tart jelly be- 
tween them, and ice the top. 


Croquettes—To one 
pint chopped 
beef or veal add one-half pint of creaa 
and one tablespoonful butter (creamed), 
roll in about a tablespoonful of flour. 
Put all save the meat into a saucepan, 
season to taste, and place over the fire 
to thicken ; when this is done pour over 
the meat, mix thoroughly and form into 
shape, roll in cracker dust, and fry % 
nice brown, or if preferred, bake.
